Organized workers do not resort to a strike out of pure cussed- 
ness They know that it means sacrifice and hardships for 
them. But"often it is a matter of a strike or sinking to levels of 
degradation that mean serfdom for them. 


On the other hand, the strike is not the only agency that 


brings "disruption of industrial activities." 
The form of pro- 


duction for private and corporate gains inevitably leads to such 
disruption. We are now in a period of such disruption. Indus- 
try is prostrate in many fields and millions of workers are un- 
employed. Society is afflicted with industrial paralysis in this 
and in other countries. 
We have nothing to pay about this. We have never had a 


strike in this country that has thrown a million men out of 
work. Every industrial crisis throws many millions out of work. 
It is admitted that there are at least five millions out of work 
today.Here is a source of "disrutpion of industrial activities" of 
from five to 10 fold magnitude compared with thc average 
strike. Yet writers like the contributor to Leslie's are able to 
bear the much greater evil with resignation. In fact, they prac- 
tically ignore it and gi\e their attention to the strike that may 
mean unemployment for a few hundreds or thousands.
